HIGHER ’PHONE 
RATE IN SIGHT 


Question of Telephone Tax on Rural 
Lands Is Also Considered 


Edmonton, March 3.—Though Pre- 
mier Greenfield refused to make any 
statement on the subject Tuesday 
morning, it was learned on other auth- 
ority that the provincial cabinet has 
arrived at a point finally where it is 
ready to takg some action in raising 
government telephone rates. 

The only point at issue is whether 
increased rates should be coupled with 
a telephone tax on tural lands. While 
the question has been discussed by a 
group of the ministers, it has not yet 
been passed on by the full cabinet 
Premier Greenfield said the govern- 
ment would make an announcement 
on the subject during the budget de- 
bate. ‘ 

‘Hon. Vernon Smith, minister of 
railways and transportation, as is 
well known since he advocated it lasy 


year, favors the imposition of a spec-, 


dal telephone tax on rurab lands. It 
will be recalled that in the report pre- 
pared by J. G. Wray, noted telephone 
expert, in 1919, it was proposed to 
raise the rates on the following 
ibasis: 

Toll rates, increase 25 percent. 

Exchange rates, increase 20 percent. 

Rural rates, increase 100 percent. 

In addition the Wray report sug- 
gested a tax of $8 per annum against 
each quarter section of land contin- 
guous to or within 300 feet of a rural 
telephone line, stating that this was a 
very moderate amount to set up an 
adequate depreciation reserve. Fur- 
ther, the report suggested a _ rental 
charge for those who have rural tele- 
phone service.

330,000 MILES IN LIFTS 


London was the first great city to 
run railways just below thee surface 
and the first to develop a system of 
rapid-transit electric railways driven 
many feet below the surface of the 
streets. 

There are seventy-seven miles of 
single-track Tube tunnels, all made 
by means of a tunnelling shield, and 
lined from end to end, as the work 
proceeded, with cast iron rings bolted 
together. If all the Tube tunnels were 
placed end to end along the route of 
the Great Western railway to form 
a single continuous tunnel, a train 
entering at Paddington would emerge 
at ‘Swindon. 

The lifts still in use travel between 
them 903 miles vertically every day— 
or about 330,000 miles fn a year; each 
making 760 trips every twenty-fou- 
hours. 

The deepest lift shaft—at Hamp- 
etead—measures 191 feet from top to 
bottom, or 20 feet more than the 
height of the Nelson Column. 


BRITAIN RESENTS 
PRESTON CHARGES 


Peterson Guarantee Withdrawn Be- 
cause Canada Is Giving Subsidy 


QMondon, March 6.—The British gov- 
ernment’s guarantee to Sir William 
Peterson lias been withdrawn _ be- 
cause it is obvious that the British 
are not going to give guarantees 
while Peterson is receiving a subsidy 
from the Canadian government. This 
was made quite clear to your repre- 
sentative yesterday in an interview 
when the whole matter of the Peter- 
son contract was canvassed. Mr. 
Preston’s strictures on this  with- 
drawal, which are featured in several 
of the London papers, have created 
considerable surprise. 

The British resent any insinuations 
that they favor the North Atlantic 
conference and say that all that they 
want is to have Preston’s charges 
laid before the Imperial Shipping 
committee. They do not hesitate to 
say that they think that the parlia- 
mentary inquiry at Ottawa will be of 
little value, since it is bound to be- 
come engaged with local political in- 


fluences. They point out that the im- 
partiality of the Imperial Shipping 
committee has never been brought in 
question and that it is obviously the 
body best suited to deal with the 
question.

BILLIONS OF U.S, MONEY TARIFF REDUCTINS AN 


FARM IMPLEMENT 
PRICES 


Invasion by Capital from Across the In his speech on the Address in the 


Line Grows by Leaps and Bounds 


Chicago, March 3.—Under the head- 
ing “American Business. in Canada,” 
the Chicago ‘Daily Journal prints the 
following: 

“The London Statist, the foremost 
financial journal of the British em- 
pire, forecasts that this year Ameri- 
can business will invest $700,000,000 
in Canada. 


“If the prediction is -verifled, 
the investment of American cap- 
ital in Canada, which, on January 
4, 1925, was estimated at $2,500.- 
006,000, should on January 1, 1926, . 
approximate $3,200,000,000. This 
is a tidy sum, and its capacities 
for- effecting economic revolution 
in Canada are stupendous. 

“In 1918, the British had invested 
about $2,500,000,000 in Canada, which 
then stood first among the dominions 
as the receiver of Mnglish capital. In 
1914. exportation of English capital 
virtually ceased, and American inves- 
tors entered the Canadian field on a 
great scale. The Monetary Annual 
estimates our investments in the 
Dominion as having been only $636,- 
000,000 when 1913 ended; in 1920 
‘Ingalls, in ‘Wealth of the American 
‘People,’ placed them at $1,800,000,- 
‘000. ‘Commissioner Dalton, of the 
British 


‘American investments in Canadian 
industry are more thanthree times as 
great as those of Great Britain.’ 


“The American Economist in 
March, 1923, declared there are 
600 or 700 openly known branches: 
of American industries in Canada, : 
but hundreds of. companies ‘with’ 
Canadian names, directorates: and: 
supposedly Canadian manage 
ments, are controlled in. Boston, 
Chicago, ‘New ;York, and. other 
centres.’ It -is estimated ‘that ‘in 
1922, American capital held sixty 
percent. of the securities of the 
remaining manufacturing corpor- 
ations. Should the empire adopt 
‘Imperial preference’ and: practice 
protective discrimination against 
non-British products, the propor- 
tion of American plants in Cana- 
da would grow greater yet. 

“The London Times figures that ‘to- 
day Canada must be losing popula- 
tion to the United States at the rate 
of 300,000 a year,’ and that the few 
who return remain to Americanize 
Canada, consequently, cannot be 
kept British in business. The Statist 
asserts that ‘Canada, so far a8 money 
goes, is more Americanized than it 
ever yas Angiicized.’ 

“The peaceful penetration of Cana- 
da by the United States makes Ger- 
many‘s vaunted penetration of other 
ever was Anglicized.’

This 
wheat was probably introduced into 
North America from SHurope or 
Egypt in Colonial days. It was re- 
ceived by the Philadelphia Society 
for promoting agriculture in 1807, 
since which time it has appeared 
periodically under ong name or an- 
other. 7 

In 1908 the U. S. Dept. of Agricul- 
ture began an extensive investigation 
of this wheat, which investigation 
continued for several years. In the 
meantime it has been tried by far 
mers all over the U.S., but it is not 
now grawn anywhere as a commercial 
crop. The fact that it has never be- 
come established. in spite of the re- 
markable advertising it has received 
is a good indication of its inferiority. 
Promoters, ‘however, resurrect it 
periodically, and owing to its striking 
and unusual appearance, manage to 
sell it to the unsupecting farmer at 
exorbitant prices. As far back as 
1840 the records show of one enter- 
prising gentleman offering this wheat 
at $5 per head. 

The essential facts concerning 
Alaska wheat have been summed up 
very nicely in a bulletin published, at 
the conclusion of extensive tests. con- 
ducted at many points in the U.S., by 
the United States department of agri- 
tculture (Bulletin No. 357,1916, P. 27). 
This summary is as follows: 

(1) That it thas been used in this 
country very often a a means of de- 
ceiving people and very seldom as a 
farm crop; 

(2) That it has failed to produce 
even fair yields when tried in many 
parts of the country, and has never 
been known to produce extraordinary 
yields; 

(3} That it is not a good milling 
wheat; ; 

(4) That the branched head is not 
a sign of superior yielding power.

MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS 


Commissioner Stephenson and Ald. 
Galbraith attended ao meeting, called 
by the Union of Alberta Urban Muni- 
cipalities, in Edmonton on Wednesday, 
to discuss with the Government the 
question of improvement of the pro- 
cedure of dealing with assessment ap- 
peals and of stabilization of assess-, 
ments for a period of years. The Pre- 
mier, Provincial Treasurer Hon. R. G. 
Reid, and officials of the Department 
of Municipal Affairs, attended the 
mecting. 

The meeting requested the Govern- 
ment,to introduce at this session an 
Act dealing with assessment appeals 
on the following lines:— 

A central assessment appeal board, 
probably the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion, to be appointed by the Govern- 
ment to hear all appeals against de- 
cisions of courts of revision, instead of 
having district court judges hear the 
appeals as at present. 

The basis of assessment to be on an 
equitable basis instead of on fair 
actual cash values, which, under pre- 
sent conditions, is impossible to estab- 
lish, and the decision of the assess- 
ment appeal board to be final. 

When the next assessment is com- 
pleted and all appeals heard, the as- 
sessment to be stabilized for a term of 
three or five years, with the council to 
have power to request the assessment 
appeal board to grant permission to 
make a new assessment of the whole 
area, or of any district in a municipal- 
ity where, for any reason, values have 
appreciated or depreciated. 

In all cities, towns and villages, im- 
provements to be assessed at not less 
than 50 or more than 100 per cent of 
value. : 

The members of the Government in 
attendance agreed that the legislation 
was necessary and proper, and before 
night a committee appointed by the 
meeting had a rough draft of the pro- 
posed legislation prepared and handed 
to the Government. :»As soon as the 
Act has been prepared, copies will be 
sent to all municipal councils.

Baldwin’s Great Personal Triumph 
Hailed on All Sides in Britain 


London, March 7.—Stanley Baldwin 


won @ great personal triumph in kill- 


ing the bill introduced by a private 
member, which sought to change the 
present practice with regard to levies 
for political funds, within the trades 
unions. 

‘The present practice is that trades 
unions’ members shall automatically 
contribute a percentage of their earn- 
ings to the political fund unless they 
specificially declare that they do not 
desire to do so. 
ure would have made it necessary for 
members to “contract in” if they 
wanted to subscribe instead of as at 
present “contracting out.” 

Mr. Baldwin made a very human 
appeal. He is himself ‘a large employ- 
er of labor, and he is known to have 
strong sympathies with the workers. 
That part of his speech in which he 
instanced the case of his own work- 
ers, and in doing so made a strong ap- 
peal for industrial peace, made an 
especial appeal inasmuch as it was 
evident to all who heard him that he 
spoke from the bottom of his heart, 
and with a sympathy which he did 
not make any attempt to conceal. 

Praise From All Sides 


Praise was given him from all sides 
of the house for his speech, and his 
handling of the whole question, save 
from the few fanatics who comprise 
what is known as the Cyldesdale 
group. 

It was admitted that it was the 
finest speech that the premier has 
ever made in the house of commons 
and also that his whole attitude has 
raised him to a standard of  states- 
manship his most ardent admirers 
never suspected fhe would be able to 
achieve.

Mining and Metallurgy, here’ 
today, S, J. Cook, chief of the mining, 
metallurgical: and chemical branch.,of 
the Dominion bureau of*statistics, said 
that Canada’s output -of mineral pro- 
duction in 1928 reéachéd a total value 
of $209,50'6,465. ; 

This total has been. exceeded only 
in three previous years, 1918, '1922 and 
1923. : Twenty-four, and: two-thirds per 
cent of the entire Canadian production 
was mined in British ‘Columbia. 

‘Optimistic reports of. production 
were presentéd. Primary metals pro- 
duced in Canada during 1924 reached’ 
a total value of $102,900,00, an ad- 
vance of more tham $18,000;000 over 
1923; non-metallic minerals showed a 
lower value than in the preceding 
year, at $16,500,000, a Toss of $23,000;- 
000, mostly due to the Joss in produc- 
tion of coal. 

High Gold Production 


Gold production reached ‘a new 
high level at 1,516,350 fine ounces, 
valued at $31,345,941; production from 
Ontario mines was 1,242,029 ounces. 

Silver bullion was higher at a total 
of 20,243,846 ounces, valued at $13,- 
519,043; more than half the production: 
was from Ontario mines, and most of 
the rest from British Columbia. 

Nickel production advanced 7.1 mil- 
lion pounds to 69,586,759 pounds. 

Copper production reached a total 
of 106,350,730 pounds, or 22.4 percent. 
above 923. 

‘Lead established a new high record 
at 177,756,076 pounds. 

Zinc at New High Level 


Zinc established a new high level 
of 98,788,667 pounds, including 54,888,. 
000: pounds of refined zinc produced at 
Trail, and 43,900,667 pounds estimated 
as recoverable from zinc ores exported 
for treatment. 

Sales of cobalt and its compounds 
were well maintained throughout the 
year, but white arsenic dropped off 
27.3 percent. in quantity to 4,472,399 
pounds, or 42.3 percent. in value to 
$352,354. 

Coal showed a disappointing drop 
of approximately 3.3 million tons and 
17.2 million dollars in value, to a total 
of 13.6 million tons, valued at $54,- 
885,239. 

Asbestos shipments were five per- 
cent. less than in 1923. 

Production of natural gas indicated 
a slight gain both in quantity and 
value, 

Gypsum sales were 11.5 percent 
greater than in the pravious year. 

The quantity of salt was greater, 
but the reported sales value was 
slightly lower than in 1923, and 
amounted to $1,359,616. 

Cement sales, while about the same 
ingquantity as in 1923, declined 1.6 
million dollars in value to $13,445,166. 

Lime sales werg lower at $3,062,450. 

Brick, tile, stone, sand and gravel 
sales were all slightly below the totals 
for 1923.

A tota] of 1,150 men and 450 women 
were placed in positions by the Pro- 
vincial Labor Bureaus during the 
month of February. The applications 
totalled 2073 from men and 642 from 
women. — 


Alberta's Railwaye 


‘Alberta now has a total railway 
mileage of 4,822 miles, compared with 
1,060 in 1905 and 4,097 in 1915, accord- 
ing to the annual reports of the pro- 
vincial railway department presented 
to the ‘Legislature. Of this mileage 
the C.P.R. operates 2,009 miles, the 
Canadian ‘National 1,974 miles, the EB. 
D. and B. C. 324 miles, the A. and G 
W. 282' miles, the Central Alberta 48 
miles and the Lacombe and North 
western 49 miles. 

Forty-four miles of new line -were 
built during the year of which the 
C.P.R. built 15, the E.D. and B. C. 


Canada, Peace River line 18 and the 
C.N.R. 1 mile. The BE. D. and B. C. 
extensions bui]t by the provincial gov- 
ernment to Wembley cost $378,843, or 
about $31,000 less than the estimated 
cost. The extensions to the Central 
Canada cost $305,978, or $275,000: less 
than estimated. . 

The operation of the A. and G. W. 
line showed improved financial condi- 
tion over 1923 to the extent of $42,504 
owing to slightly increased revenues 
and decreased costs of operation. The 
vote of $184,000 for' maintenance, op- 
eration and construction on this line 
was not used. On the Lacombe line 
there was a slight deficit on the 
year’s operations of $772. The ap- 
propriation of $20,000 for mainten- 
ance, operation and construction on 
this line was only onequarter used. 


Operation of Compensation Act 


The annual report of the Alberta 
Workmen’s Compensation Board for 
the year 1924 shows a total number 
of accidents of 7,382, compared with 
9,160 for 1923. Of the total, 59 were 
fatal, 60 giving permanent disability 
and 7,255 temporary disability. The 
total assessment during the year was 
$3,593,721.26, of which $1,539,898 was 
paid in compensation, and $1,385,- 
529.02 transferred to the pension fund 
and $32,000 set aside as a reserve in 
case ofa disaster. Thereis now a bal- 
ancetto the credit of the accident fund 
of $180,785.49. There is $1,1'63,351.72 
in the pension fund, from which 164 
widows and 289 children and 121 pen- 
sioners are drawing funds. The num- 
ber of employers under the operation 
of the act is 3,262, the number of em- 
ployees is $9,643, and the total pay- 
roll is $55,998,657.97.
